Fpenker inforniffl. In -fTD Father de 
Lami expounded ;lio theory thai the 
atmosphere could V'e compared to the i 
xea and the aether to the air above 
ihe sea. Accordinsly his design fea- 
tured sails. It -was at this period that 
the term aerial nai-igraiion first came 
into use. In îGTO tb-e Montjrolp^ier j 
brothers' ihought of enclosing clouds j 
in large -paper bags. This idea ]«d to 
the development of smoke balloons. 

The lirst Sydrogen balloon made an 
historic flight over Paris of over 
Mventy UilomoLre*. It landed on a 
'arm, and the peasants, tliinkinc it to 
an evil spirit, finally screwed up 
tough courage to sbf:-: ; . The very 
unpleasant smell of the impure hy- 
drogen, , coupled witi the faot that 
laSÉan ge animaV had no bones, 
'v'OlByJWOTSirraed -their superstitions, 
and Ihey dragged the •empty sltin in 
triumph through the town. Such was 
th«i xeccption given to early Illgiit. 
Real Aeroplanes 
Tiie scene shifted again to aero- 
plan*?:, and in ISCC the biplane was 
intrjduct-d. In 1S83 Hargrave of Aus- 
-rclla or;fc'inated|4hevXamous bo.^-lcite, 
still used in jneteorologlcRl work, and 
which ied largely to tlie modern bi- 
plane. In 1888 Sir Hiram Maxim gave 
the world some useful data from ox- 
Tierlments wUh a 5100.000 machine 
weighing several tone, powered with 
a steam engine, and running on rails 
to keep it from flying off the ground, 
.'^o great was the lift developed that

Ifrom 'the rails and was demolished.

in tho placo where It Is most, needed. 
No Recreation Grounds 

The rows upon rows .of houses— 
"fatuous tooth-comb Rub-dlvtslon"ara 
a result ot inefficient town-plaivning. 
A much better lll,^n ot arrangement 
would be to Ciavo tho houses group- 
ed in such jv way as to insure tlie 
best possible distribution of sunlight, 
and to add to the general appearance 
of the community. By this arrange- 
ment, spac« could be set apart as rec- 
reation grounds both for children and 
adults, without any wastage of 
ground. 

The ideii that a small space be- 
tween -houses is an asset Is a fallacy 
tiiat Is particularly prevalent on Ihis 
continent. A small space lets In cold 
and does nothing to add to the sun- 
light Inside the houses. It would .he 
more economical to group the houses 
in sets of four.s and fives and use 
the remaining space for plaj-grounds. 

Taking a larger view ot the case, 
the speaker pointed out that, definite 
arteries should bo developed for traf- 
fic, and. CTil-ilc-sacs made use of in 
the residential districts. It would be 
a good tiling If tlin pc-plo of the city 
did not evince sucii a persistent da- 
.vire to own their bit of property, but 
consented to tho signing of lna.<!CR.

During thiK week a display of 
Woodcuts will be on exhibition in tho 
Hedpath Wbrary. These Woodcut.1 
are an example ot the work ot tlie 
early masters ot this art. TThe exhibit 
is composed mostly ot raiiglo'js suii- 
Jects. 

The term Woodcut is used to cover 
ail prints from Woodblocks that have 
been cut by a knife in contradistinction 
to the term Wood -engraving -vhich i.i 
applied to all pr!r.t:nj from Wood- 
blocks that have bee.i cut witii a 
graver. This distinction, however, 
oannot always be justified and we 
must keep in mind the fact that many 
writers use both terms lo&sely. 
Carliap Woodcut* 

Aside from, stamps for marldng 
fabrics, designs must be cut on wood 
used for printing crude pictures ot 
Saints. These are printed on single 
sheets often coloured by hand and 
sold to pllgrims.' The earliest "date 
ot Woodcuts is either 1113 or 1423 
according as we accept as genuine 
tite numerals on the Brussels' Virgin 
or those on Buxheim St. Chciscopher, 
but there are undated ones which 
were possibly made after ISOO. Sub- 
sequently letters forming words were 
cut cn the same blocks with the 
?air.;s. to amplify the pictures and 
these, printed in twos on one side o£ 
double sheets were sewed or pasted 
together and called Block-Books. 

Woodcuts were used with typo al- 
most fvoiii C.utenbcrgs time. .Vctual 
illustrations were first used with 
typo in Hi\ by Albert PCister in his 
boo'v of Fables. Twenty years later 
William Ca.\toit printed by hla second 
edition ot tho "Game and Playe of 
Chesse.'" the first book printed in 
Unsiaiul, that C0!!t:iiiK'J Woodcuts. 
'I'lio -MiisoulH-rg Chronicle is oiio ot 
the early iilustrateJ Ijcolis i;i 14!)3. 
Us Woodcuts well exemplify those of 
the pC'riod.

Mo called this prov- 
ing the Jni.:; aiui h.- method in re-

to set down all the symptoms, both 
subjective and objective, which cou.'d 
bo observed in tho one wiio had ta- 
ken the drus.

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The Price Of Liberty Is. .. 

LAST Thursday was "Red Thursday" 
and we saw in Friday's papers of 
riots niid demonstrations in most of the 
■capitals of the world led by men variously 
'described as "Reds", "Communists," "Bol- 
Slieviks," "Unemployed" .and "Jobless." In 
Montreal, Riany had a glimp.se of the dc- 
■monsti-ation whicli resulted in a complete 
victory for the Tolice — and an odd hun- 
dred bruised heads and black eyes to be 
nursed for the next week. General sa- 
tisfaction is expressed in the efficiency of 
theJPolice Force, and the citj' sinks down 
again to its regrilar 'humdrum thoughtless 
life, and compliments itsalf on its freedom. 
There was at least a little noonday enter- 
tainment for the banlc clerks on St James 
Street— better than a fight, at the hockej' 
game. 

But wîiat was it.4ill about? "Oh, just 
more communist stuff," someone said. 
But-vvas it'.' From what we can understand 
the heart of the matter is unemployed, and 
these riots Avere a protest against the 
amonnt of unempIojTnent in this world at 
this time — a reminder to us that whatever 
the advantages of à Capitalist system, un- 
der it millions of men are out of work — 
and work is as nei;essary a thing in a 
man's life as eating or sleeping ! 

But nearJy everyone seems to have 
missed the point, all of Avhich helps to 
hring out the contrast between the univer- 
sity and the world at large. The world 
does not think .and it never did, it never 
.pees that effects must have causes, an^ 
that there is a reason for everything in 
this world, even for an unemployment de- 
monstration I It only knows vagiiely that j 
dts jjresent safety is threatened, and it ' 
must preserve itself somehow.. ' 

Univei'.sities should be different, that 
is, if the aiudenis are to Le ti'ue ones. Tiie 
students and professors should be sensitive 
to the ulcers of society — irritated, goaded 
on to think, not tied dowji by prejudices to 
any one system or other, and never satis- 
fied by a blind .show of force such as was 
.made on "fled Thursda.v," th»t ali is well 
jn the world. 

We heed to remember that nothing 
really important was ever decided by 
brç^king heads or .shooting people down. 

These riots of March 'sixth should be 
only anotiior example to McGill students 
that they liave au important pai-t to play 
in the national life of Canada, not only jn 
developinjc art and literature or building 
.raii\vay,s and powei- dams, but in «tuçly.ing 
social questions, like thig jîrpbleni of un- 
employment.
